himself to be psed as a c a tsp a w by 
the Bell m onopoly, by ta k in g from 
them a personal letter, w h ich M r. 
L o b b had w ritten to 
a supposed 
friend, and reading it to the p u b ­ 
lic. 
1 have been 
creditably 
in­ 
form ed that the man w h o turned 
this letter over to the Bell m onopo­ 
ly is the same person that caused 
M r. L o b b to lose his right hand. 
N o w , it must 
be remembered, 
that M r. C a n n o n had not signed 
for either stock or a telephone, and 
w as invited to the m eetin g upon 
his declaration that he desired lo 
meet the business men of Sedalia 
and discuss the matter th o ro u gh ly; 
hence, he w as a guest of the friends 
of the M u tu al T elephon e com p an y, 
and should have 
used 
the 
usual 
courtesy to w a rd M r. L o b b that is 
due from one gentlem an to another. 
Further, 
Mr. 
C an n on 
w ould 
m ake us believe that he is a leader 
of the business men of the city. 
If 
he is as shrew d as he professes to 
be, after h e a r i n o - the contract read 
he could have figured that i f there 
w ere 5cx> telephones in the M ntual 
exch an ge and M r. L ob b is to re­ 
ceive 50 cents per phone per month 
for the m anagem ent 
of 
the e x ­ 
ch an ge,th e said L ob b w ould receive 
$250 a m onth, or $3,000 a year, and 
that for tw e n ty years this w ould 
am ount to $60,000. 
N o w this is 
the substance of the letter w hich 
M r, C a n n o n read, 
I w ill leave it to the fair-minded 
people of Sedalia if Mr. 
C an n on 
has show n by his actions and words 
that he means to treat the mutual 
co m p a n y w ith the 
fairness 
that 
should be expected of him under 
existin g circumstances. 
It is true that Mr. 
L o b b is a 
com p arative stranger in vSedalia; 
but 
M r. 
C a n n on 
himself 
has 
been a resident of the city but a 
short time, and he has been treated 
by the citizens of 
Sedalia w ith 
uniform courtesy ; he should have 
accorded the same to Mr. L ob b. 
W e are anxious 
for 
energetic 
business men to cast their lot w ith 
us, and I see no reason w h y Mr. 
L o b b should not be encouraged to 
m ake his home w ith us and help 
the city w ith his business energy 
and enterprise. 
Before I give you a synopsis of 
the proposition made by M r. L obb, 
I w ish to call your attention to an 
article 
in 
yesterd a y ’ s 
Sentinel, 
w h ich is a 
gross 
and 
malicious 
statem ent of the facts, for it states 
that M r. L o b b is made the supreme 
head of e v e r y th in g ; that he is to 
be 
general 
m anager, 
secretary, 
treasurer, general auditor, etc. 
T h e Sentinel also states “ that it 
is an absurdity to think that the 
Missouri & K a n sas com p an y w ill 
lay d o w n and let a com p an y come 
in and destroy the benefits of their 
property, after so m an y thousand 
dollars had been invested, and that 
it w o u ld be impossible 
to 
drive 
them o u t.” 
N o w , the gentlem en from M a r ­ 
shall, B oonviile and W in d s o r 
all 
stated em p h atically that the Bell 
m on opoly had been virtu ally d riv ­ 
en out of these tow ns, and it seems 
to me that w h a t has been done by 
our neighbors can be done by us. 
N o w for M r. L o b b ’s proposition. 
H e proposes to organize a citizen s’ 
m utual e x c h a n g e ; this co m p an y is 
to be incorporated and w ill have 
all the p o w e r and functions of any 
other corporation.

w hen the com p an y is organized, 
and they w ill have the pow er and 
w ill elect a president, vice presi­ 
dent, secretary, treasurer and audi­ 
tor.

T h is com p an y 
offers,

per 
phone. 
T h e reason that I like this propo­ 
sition is that the construction co m ­ 
pany takes all the chances on the 
raise in material, 
and all mishaps 
that m ay occur iluring its construc­ 
tion and do not ask tor, nor cannot 
get, one dollar until the exchange 
IS proven to be built strictly in ac­ 
cordance w ith the contract. 
A t the m eeting the other night, 
the gentlem an from Marshall stated 
that they had paid $45 per phone, 
but that 
material 
had 
advanced 
considerably, 
Mr. 
M in t 
Johns 
verified 
the 
statement 
that 
it 
w ould cost more n ow to build this 
exchange than it did to build 
the 
M arshall exchange by at least $5. 
A n y o n e w ho has ever built a house, 
or made any contract of this kind, 
k n o w s that it alw a y s costs more 
than the estimate. 
()f course, e x ­ 
changes can be built c h ea p ; but to 
build the exchange that w e w ant, 
in m y opinion, w ill cost equ ally as 
much as this co m p a n y offers to do 
it for. 
N o w , w ith reference to the 50 
cents per month w hich M r. L ob b 
w ants for the entire m anagem ent 
of the exchange. 
I favored this 
from the fact that if the mutual 
com pan y hires a 
man and pays 
him a salary, he w ill not take as 
much 
interest 
as 
a 
man whose 
salary is dependent upon the num ­ 
ber of ’ phones he shall establish. 
It makes it to his interest to con ­ 
tinually increase 
the 
number of 
’ phones, 
thereby 
increasing 
the 
value and utility of the exchange, 
while he at the same time in: reases 
his o w n salary. 
It must also be 
remembered that the contract re­ 
quires him to devote 
his w hole 
time and attention to the m an age­ 
ment 
and 
extension 
of the e x ­ 
change. 
Suppose w e figure on a basis c f 
qoo phones and see w h at the peo­ 
ple w ill 
save, 
betw een the offer 
made by Mir. L o b b and the exist­ 
ing rates of the B ell telephone m o­ 
nopoly. 
M r. L ob b proposes to 
furnish 
phones to the stockholders at $18 
a year for business houses and $12 
a year for residen ces; to non-stock­ 
holders at $24 a year for business 
houses and $18 a 
year for 
resi­ 
dences. 
T h is is an average of $18 
a vear. 
F iv e hundred phones w ill 
cost the subscribers $9,(^0 a year 
and for t w e n ty years $180,000.

Manager of the Street Car Company 
Produces Some Figures for 
the Coiincirs Benefit. 


A t the adjourned meeting of the 
council Friday evening,Mr. Brown, 
the fifth memb er, did not appear 
until nearly 8 o’clock, Mr. Dean 
coming b ut a few minutes b efore. 
Messrs. 
Hansb erger, 
Jones and 
Porter were not present. 
Those present were Councilmen 
Brown, 
Dean, 
Ethridge, 
Mey er 
and Starr, 
when the 
roll w^as 
called, just a q uorum. 
Mr. Van Riper, at the invitation 
of May or Overstreet, who presid­ 
ed at the meeting, read a state­ 
ment concerning the Sedalia Elec­ 
tric and R ailway company , giving 
a history of the sale of the road to 
Stewart & Co., and the action of 
the council at various times con­ 
cerning the matter. 
He stated that he had had no 
notice from the council that his 
contract was b eing assailed. 
He 
had seen mention of such notice in 
the papers, b ut had no such notice 
from the city itself. 
Mr. Van Riper, 
after reading 
extracts from the resolutions passed 
at the last meeting of the council 
concerning the courtesy extended 
b y a rival company in lighting the 
council chamb er, said the company 
he represented had once b een in 
position to help this rival company , 
and had done so. 
Continuing, 
Mr. 
Van 
Riper 
spoke of the part the street car 
company have play ed in the loca­ 
tion of the state fair, asserting 
that, b ut for the action of the com­ 
pany , the location of the fair here 
had not even a possib ility . 
The 
street car company ‘and the two 
steam 
railroad 
companies 
had 
b ought the land for the state fair 
and presented it to the state b oard 
of agriculture for state f iir pur­ 
poses, he said. 
Not a citizen of 
Sedalia, outside of a few of his 
friends,had paid one cent to secure 
the location of the state fair. 
Speaking of the tearing up of 
the tracks in certain parts of the 
city , the speaker said the company 
had found that in many instances 
the cars did not earn on those lines 
in a day the amount of the salary , 
pitiab ly small, in all conscience, 
earned b y the motormen running 
them, and he asked the council if 
the licensed hackmen, b ecause of 
their license, would b e compelled 
to run their vehicles up and down, 
here and there, when they were 
not earning feed for their horses, 
even. 
Judge Metsker, 
he continued, 
had b een 
given 
b onuses in the 
shape of lots here and there for 
b uilding these lines, and had b uilt 
them. 
Mr. V an Riper said he had 
failed to find any ordinances au­ 
thorizing them, and when the new 
company came in possession, they 
had b een discontinued. 
The council and the people prob ­ 
ab ly did not know, the manager 
continued, how near Sedalia came 
to having no street car line at all. 
It was in the mind of the company 
to pull up every rail and tie at one 
time and ab andon the field. 
The 
new company had come on the 
ground, however. 
Mr. Van R iper said that every 
cent the company had earned since 
Stew art S z Co. b ought it had b een 
spent in Sedalia, in wages, b etter­ 
ment, etc., and that the men at the 
head of the company had for­ 
warded from the 
east b etween 
$25,000 and $35,000 b eside, which 
had also b een swallowed up in the 
vortex. 
Concerning the b reaking of the, 
contract, Mr. Van R iper said he 
had filed a statement of the im­ 
provements made b y the company 
with the clerk, and instead of the 
$57,000 he said the company had 
expended in improving the plant, 
he assured the council that the 
company , including the work done 
b y the steam heating company , had 
paid out $165,000 at least. 
On the other hand, Mr. Van R i­ 
per said the city had violated its 
contract b y not pay ing the light 
b ill, it now b eing indeb ted to the
